The ordinances calling the bond elec- 
tion for December {5 were read before 
a meeting of the general council yes- 
terday afternoon, and all the papers 
referred to a special committee which 
will meet tomorrow morning at 10 


o'clock. 
The council was ready to act, 


would have passed the ordinances, but 
for a question raised as to the amount 
of the proposed bond issue being two 
or three thousand dollars greater than 
the city’s borrowing capacity 4s al- 


lowed by the charter. 

If the issue is too large, it will be 
scaled down by the special committee. 

The whole matter will come up before 
the general council next Monday after- 
noon, and the ordinances passed and 
the election called. The amount of the 
issue as now proposed is $3,465,800. 

Alderman Pomeroy, who is chairman 
of the special committee, announced 
that the bond ordinance had been pub- 
lished in full in last Saturday’s Consti- 
tution, and could be read by securing a 
copy of that paper. 

Resolution as Adopted. 
@it was after the reading of the elec- 
tion ordinances that Alderman Pomeroy 
introduced the following resolution, 
which was adopted: 

“That the report of the bond commis- 
sion be referred to a special committee 
composed of five members of this body, 
the mayor, the chairman of the bond 
commission and the chairmen of the’ 
subcommittees of said commission. 

“That any suggestions or amend- 
ments be made to said committee. 

“That sald committee be requested to 
report at the next meeting of council, 


if possible.” 

Under the resolution, the mayor pro 
tem. appointed five members, making 
the full special committee as follows: 

E. bE. Pomeroy. F. A. Quillian, Mayor 
R. F. Maddox, J. C. Harrison, D. 8S. Wal- 
raven, Aldine Chambers, Martin F. 
Amorous, John S. Candler, John E. Mur- 
phy and H. C. Stockdell. 

Report of Bond Commission. 

The report of the .bond com..ission, 
which accompanied the election ordi- 
nances, and which was read before 
council, is ag follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., September 26, 
the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of the City of Atlanta: The 
bond commission of Atlanta was or- 
g@anized in the early part of the pres- 
ent year, and immediately commenced 
an investigation to determine the needs 
of the city in order to give it proper 
sewerage. give all of the people water 
and give proper school facilities to all 
of the children of the city. 

For the purpose of facilitating the 
work of the commission, three subcom- 
mittees were appointed, one on sewers, 
One on waterworks and one on schools. 
Afterwards, two other committees were 
appointed, one on hospitals and one on 
crematories. 

These several committees went ac- 
tively at the work assigned them. 

The sewer committee had Captain R. 
M. Clayton, city engineer, make a pre- 
liminary survey ef the seven trunk 
sewers of the city, their water sheds 
and outfalls and additional surveys of 
the streams below the mouth of these 
sewers, with a view of loceting dis- 
posal plants beyond the mouth of these 
several sewers. While this work was 
in progress, the committee employed 
Mr. Rudolph Herring. one of the lead- 
ing sanitary experts of the countrv, 
who was familiar with Atlanta’s sewer 
system, to study the data prepared by 

aptain Clayton and advise the com- 
mittee as to the best method of treat- 
ing and disposing of the sewage of the 
city; after carefully considering the 
data furnished and making two trins 
to Atlanta and going over the terri- 
tory in person, he filed his report, 
#ecommending the erection of three 
uisposa!l plants, one on Proctor’s creek, 
one on Intrenchment creek and one on 
the Orme street sewer branch, and that 
the other four trunk sewers be con- 
nected by pipes and tunnels with these 
His report was in detail, 
showing the construction and operation 
of these plants, with an estimate of 
their cost, and also of the ‘interceptine 
Sewers connecting with them. With

President Descends -Into a 
Famous Copper Mine 
While at Butte,

BLACKNESS OF MIDNIGHT 
SHROUDED THE PRESIDENT 


But He Declared He Would 
Not Have Missed It for the 
World---Taft Was Also Given 
a Thrilling Auto Ride Over 
Mountains--President Making 
a Hit in the West. 


Helena, Mont., September 27.—<At- 
tired in a linen duster, an old black 
Slouch hat and swinging an electric 
lantern at his side, President Taft was 
locked in @ narrow iron cage and 
dropped 1,200 feet through midnight 
blackness into the depths of the famous 
old Leonard copper mine at Butte to- 
day. 

When he had as¢ended after half an 
hour under ground, the president, 
blinking in the giare of the noonday 
sun, was cheered to the echo by the 
crowd of curious people gathered at 
the hoist. He declared enthusiastical- 
ly: 

“T would not have missed it for the 
world.” 

It was the president's first visit to 
the Montana copper district and be- 
tween the smelters at Anaconda and 
the mines at Butte, he had a series of 
interesting experiences. 

Thrilling Auto Ride. 

Not the least of these was a thrill- 
ing automobile ride over the mouar- 
tains from Butte to the mouth of*thg 
Leonard mines. The grades were steen 
and-winding. There was a sigh of re- 
lief when Mr. Taft had oneé more been 
Diaced safely aboard the Mayflower for 
the run for Helena. 

Arriving here, he went directly to the 
state fair grounds, where he made an 
open air address and witnessed a race 
of. cowboys. Returning to the city, Mr. 
Taft reviewed a parade of schoo! chil- 


dren. : 
Leaving here this evening, he head- 
ed direct for Spokane, where he is ex- 
pected to deliver his formal speech on 
the conservation of the natural fre- 
sourées and the reclamation of arid 


lands. 

President Taft walked with a limp 
when he first got off the train this 
morning at Anaconda, the result of a 
strained tendon in his right foot. The 
sprain occurred at Beverly, but he suf- 
fered little inconvenience from it until 
today, when his foot was considerably 
swollen. There ig nothing serious about 
the sprain, and Mr. Taft did not let it 
interfere in any way with his plans. 

The president made a fiying trip 
through the Washoe smelter of the 
Amalgamated Copper Company at Ana- 
conda. The crowds which greeted him 
on the streets there were the largest 
he had seen since leaving Chicago. 

Police Had Hands Full. 

The police had their hands full in 
opening a way for the automobile pro- 
cession, and, after the president’s car 
had passed, the crowd swarmed in its 
wake. Speaking at the courthouse, the 
president looked out upon a mass of 
humanity that blocked the square and 
spread far down the converging streets. 
He made a decided hit with the great 
throng when he told of the wonderful 
impression the country was making on 
him today, and ending by saying: “I’m 
like the Dutchman who said, ‘The more 
you live, the more you find, by golly.’ ” 
When the president disappeared down 
the shaft of the Leonard mine today, 
with a hearty goodby, everybody shout- 
ing to the waving group at the en- 
trance, he carried with him into the 
depths of the earth two of his cabinet 
officers, and won the presidential] rec- 
ord for going the farthest under 
ground. 

President Roosevelt entered some of 
the Butte mines during his term. but 
did not go down to the 1!,200-foot level. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock, who 
joined the president today at Anaconda, 
and Secretary Ballinger accompanied 
the president in the picturesque trip 
down the dark chute and through the 
cross cuts and drifts of the deep level, 

In Small Steel Cage. 

The elevator used by the president 
and his party consisted of small steel- 
doored square cages in three decks. 
The lowest of these was loaded first, 
then the second and lastly the presi- 
dent got into the top one, accompanied 
by John Hays Hammond and others. 
There was a sheer drop of 800 feat be- 
fore the first level was reached. 

The electric lights at this gallery 
leading away from the shaft were but 
a blur. After this the levels came at 
intervals of 100 feet. Despite the as- 
surances of the mine officials that they 
made from 20 to 30 trips a dav down 
the shaft at a speed which relegated 
the president's drop to a snail’s pace in 
comparison, the descent through the 
first 500 feet of inky darkness held its 
nerve-shaking possibilities to the ner- 
vous tn the party. The descent occu- 
pied two and one-half minutes, and 
during the journey there was nothing 
but blackness and silence. 

At the 1,200 feet level the two lower 
cages dropped by the opening to allow 
the president to step out first. It was 
still inky dark and gruesome to those 
below when at last there came the 
cheery voice of the president from the

Bar Harbor, Maine, September 27.— 
Commander Robert E. Peary, accom- 
panied by his wife, reached here tonight 
from Portland, and within half an hour 
was in conference with General Thomas 
H. Hubbard, president of the Peary 
Arctic Club, concerning the statement 
which soon will be made public by 
Commander Peary to support his con- 
tention that Dr. Frederick A. Cook did 
not reach the Pole. The conference was 
still in progress at a late hour tonight. 

“There.is nothing to say just now,” 
said General Hubbard tonight. “Com- 
mander Peary is here, and we are lookK- 
ing over the data he has on the Cook 
controversy, but there is no statement 
to be made at this time. No date has 
been set for the meeting with officers 
of the Peary Arctic Club, and I shall. 
not determine that until my return to 
New York next week.” 

The conference will be continued to- 
morrow, and late in the day Com- 
mander Peary will return to Eagle 
island. It ts generally believed that 
he and General Hubbard will go to New 
York together. 

Every Phase Goue Over. 

From what can be learned of the 
conference tonight, Peary went over 
every phase of his alleged evidence 
against Dr. Cook, dating from the time 
the Brooklyn explorer began his prep- 
arations to go north, more than two 
years ago, and until after Peary’s in- 
tefviews with Dr. Ceok’s Eskimos at 


Etah. 
General Hubbard has been arranging 


this material in order as personal coun- 


| sel for Peary. 


There was atarge crowd at the 
steamboat landing, notwithstanding the 
inclement weather, to give Commander 
Peary and his wife a hearty welcome 
today. 

During the trip to Bar Harbor. Peasy 
spoke frequently of Harry Whitney. 
“There might have been some strange 
reasons why Whitney did not go back 
to Etah in the Jeanie for Dr. Cook’s 
stuff,” he said. “I cannot understand 
how anyone could leé such records get 
out of his hands. I would not give my 
records to my dearest relative. I say 
again, I don’t see how Cook could have 
turned his stuff over to Whitney or 
anybody else. I secured my instru- 
ments in a bag, and the flag which I 
took to the Pole I sewed in my clothes, 
and I wore it until I reached Battle 
Harbor. 

“The letter that informed me that 
Cook had claimed the Pole, was from 
a whaler named Captain Adams, and 
not Walker, as has been stated. The 
letter was wated June 17, and I re- 
ceived it at Cape York.’’ 

Proof Peary Would Require. 

“What proof would you require of an 
explorer that he had been far north?” 
Peary was asked. 

“That if a man went to the highest 
point that had been reached before he 
should . bring back the records he 
found there,” replied Commander 
Peary. 

“You will note that Cook’s route to 
the Pole was 107 miles longer each 
way than mine. ,The people can make 
their own deductions whether Dr. Cook, 
with his equipment, could have made 
such a journey. 

“Dr. Cook claims he went from lat- 
itude 78% to 90 degrees and back to 76 
degrees, altogether just 25% degrees. 
Then think that the best previous rec- 
‘ord made by any explorer was a total 
of 11 degrees. 

“I cannot say whether the extra 107 
miles each way that Cook says he 
traveled would have Kept me away 
from the Pole or not. It might, and it 
might not have, the difficulty in Arctic 
travel, as you proceed north, increases 
not in arithmetical but in geometrical 
progression.” 

“I kept my records under watch day 
and night, and I was prepared, in case 
the Roosevelt was crushed-in the ice, 
to throw them overboard, so they 
could float in their case. Can you 
imagine me giving up those records to 
a perfect stranger? 

Talks of “Dr. Cook's Stuff.” 

“Harry Whitney did not tell me what 
was in Dr. Cook's stuff, except six fox 
skins, a narwhal horn and some other 
trophies. I could not see why I should 
have carried the stuff when Cook could 
have taken it. If Dr. Cook’s stuff was 
of such importance, why didn’t Whit- 
ney go back on the Jeanie and get it? 

“I saw Dr. Cook’s sledge at Etah 
and looked it over carefully, while 
Professor McMillan held up Cook’s 
snow shoes and showed them to me. 
But I did not examine‘the snow shoes 
carefully.”’ 

Reverting to 
continued: 

“I imagine Dr. Cook's stuff was made 
up of superfluous instruments. After 
Whitney had put“the stuff ashore. ‘I 
told the Eskimos to jeave it alone. 

“On my return from the Pole, I saw 
ail the Eskimos and talked with them.

(By Associated Press.)—Giving his 
gide of the controversy with federal 
officials in Georgia over the arrest of 
Charles Stegall, United States store- 
keeper and gauger, and an order for 
the arrest of H. A. Rucker, internal 
revenue collector, for alleged con- 
tempt of his court, Judge A. W. Fite, 
of the Dade county superior court, to- 
day, while in Chattanooga, said: 
“ty am unable to understand how it 
can be seriously contended that a 
storekeéper and gauger at a govern- 
ment wildcat distillery can efy a 
state court and protect the one whom 
he is aiding and abetting in violating 
the state law by refusing to tell what 
is being manufactured upon the pre- 
text that he derived his knowledge 
solely by reason of his confidential re- 
lations with the distiller, a fact that 
anyone passing through the distillery 
could know as well as he, and one 
that every law-abiding manufacturer 
wants the world to know. - 

“It does seem to me, and I feel sure, 
that such is not the meaning of the 
law. The Dade county superior court 
had jurisdiction of the person, and it 
passed upon the legality of the ques- 
tion, which Stegall refused to answer, 
and the judgment is valid until set 
aside, and this cannot be done on a 
writ of habeas corpus, but may De 
done;by petition, by the court render- 
ing the judgment, or by the supreme 
court on a writ of error.”

A true bill was found against E. W. 
Cureton Saturday for running a dis- 
tillery, but the case will not be tried 
till next term. Subpoenas have been 
issued for all witnesses, including Col- 
lector Rucker and Storekeeper and 
Gauger Stegall. 

Judge Fite says that he has no dis- 
position to bring on a clash between 
federal and state authorities, but is 
confident he is right and is determined 
to close the distillery somehow and 
says that the collector and store- 
keeper and gauger are as much re- 
sponsible for it being run as Mr. Cure- 
ton and that they will be indicted if 
they have violated the law. He de- 
clares there should beafederal statute 
pronibiting the government officials 
from aiding and abetting private in- 
dividuals in violating the prohibition 
law or issuing license for the manu- 
facture or sale of liquors in prohibi- 
tion territory. 

Judge Fite further says that the At- 
lanta papers have not stated the state’s 
side fully or fairly and that they must 
have got their information from the 
internal revenue officials in and about 
the federal building. 

He says the following is what oc- 
curred and upon which igs founded the 
order of this court committing Stegall 
to jail for contempt. After being sworn 
before the grand jury certain questions 
were asked him, all of which he an- 
swered except the last as follows:

IN A STAMPEDE 


They Were’ Terrified by 
Blackhand Stories. 


Fourteen Little Ones Were 
Crushed, One So Badly That 
Death Will Result---Children 
Were in a Parochial School 
When the Panic Occurred. 


New York, September 27.—Terrified 
by Black Hand stories, 1,000 children 
stampeded in a Polish parochial school 
in Jersey City today, when fireworks 
were set off in the street and made a 
mad rush for the doors. Fourteen were 
crushed, one so badly that death prob- 
ably will result. The fatally injured 
child is Marianna Zelackshky, 7 years 
old; the others comprise five HMttle girls 
and eight boys, all ranging from 7 to 
10 years of age. All are in Jersey City 
hospitals. 

Threats Against School. 

The school house, a three-story brick 
building, is a stone’s throw from an 
Italian church, which had obtained a 
permit to set off fireworks during a 
church celebration today. A rumor got 
‘out last week among the children in 
lower Jersey City schools that threats 
had been made to blow up the schools 
with dynamite. The children,;of St. 
Anthony’s school have been particular- 
ly nervous about it, and when the 
bombs went off today they ran shriek- 
ing from their récitation rooms into 
the halls and down the stairways. 
There are two street doorways, but one 
of them was closed, 

A Disastrous Jam. 

At the closed entrance there oc- 
/curred a disastrous jam. Here several 
of the smaller children were trampled 
into unconsciousness, while others ran 
back into the. building and sprang 
threugh open windows 15 feet to an 
areaway below. Policemen and passers- 
by. attracted by the cries, rushed to 
the scene, but order was not restored 
until fourteen children had been seri- 
ously hurt. 

A report spread quickly that there 
were eight dead, and hundreds of 
mothers mingled in the crowd outside 
the building, moaning, weeping and 
adding to the general confusion. 


GEORGE LAMBERT 
1S FOUND DEAD 


Cause of Death of Well- 
Known Florist Not 
Yet Known. 


George Lambert, aged 25 years, man- 
ager of the floral department of the 
Nunnally Candy Company, dropped 
dead this morning about 1 o’clock at 
his boarding place, the Lafayette 
apartments, 107 Ivy street. The cause 
of his death is not known. 

Lambert had not been at the La- 
fayette but a few days, and although 
he had several times said that he was 
feeling badly, it never seemed to be 
more than a passing ailment and was 
not regarded seriously. 

When he came home at night he 
seemed to be in good spirits and sat 
talking with several others on the 
porch until a late hour. 

He then went downstairs and after 
a while was seen to enter the bath- 
room. Two hours later several of the 
boarders grew alarmed and decided to 
investigate. Lambert was found ly- 
ing face down on the floor. 

The body was taken to Greenberg, 
Bond & Bloomfield’s undertaking par. 
lors, where it will be prepared for 
burial. The deceased man is a brother 
of Victor E. Lambert, the florist, and 
had been connected with Nunnally’s 
for some time. He was unmarried.

Brooklyn Doctor Ready 
to Meet Peary’s Charges. 


Covk Makes Formal Reply to 
Some o: the Most Material oi 


Peary’s e Ex- 
piains Why He Left His In- 
struments With Whitney.’ 


New York, September 27.—Dr. Cook 
consented tonight to make a formal re- 
ply to some of the most material of 
the charges brought against him by 
Commander Peary. A more complete 
declaration will be issued by the ex- 
plorer when Commander Peary makes 
his accusations over his own signature. 

Ceok’s Reply to Peary 

The statement is as follows: 

“Commander Peary says that my 
sledges were not fitted to Arctic travel, 
and that he would not care to voyage 
in the Arctic with them. Phe only 
sledge Commander Peary saw was half 
of one which I had given to Mr. Whit- 
iney as a souvenir. The remainder of 
it had been used to make bows and 
arrows. 

“As to my reasons for leaving my in- 
struments with Mr. Whitney, he had 
told me that the Eric was comine to 
Etah, and would take him over to the 
American side to hunt big game, and 
would come back later to Annotook. The 
distance from Annotook to Upernavik 
by the route which I was compelled to 
follow was nearly seven hundred miles. 

“In that journey I had to travel over 
high land in two places, with glaciers 
and difficult places to negotiate. The 
ice Was extremely rough, and there was 
a good deal of water to be expected 
that would have subjected the instru- 
ments to a risk which was entirely un- 
necessary when Mr. Whitney awaited 
a ship to go to Etah for him, upon 
which he expected to return direct to 
America. 

“By going to Upernavik, I hoped to 
get back by the end of July or the 
middle of August. I wanted to see my 
family as soon as possible, as I had 
been separated from them for over 
two years, while Mr. Whitney did not 
expect to get back before October. 

Found Ne Trace of Peary. 

“As to-the charge that I had found 
no traces of Commander Peary’s records 
at Cape Thomas Hubbard: The cape is 
a round promontory, and it would be 
difficult to find any distinct point which 
would be positively recognized as Cave 
Thomas Hubbard. From Commander 
Peary’s map, I am absolutely unable to 
locate Cape Thomas Hubbard. We did 
not search for any cairn where rec- 
ords might be deposited. In fact, I did 
not know that Commander Peary had 
left any record there. 

“Considerably to the west I did see a 
rock which might have been a cache. 
but it might have been merely a clump 
of rocks. I was at*a very long distance 
from it. and there was no reason why 
I should have searched. I left a cache 
of provisions close to the beginning of 
the cliffs of what Sverdrup puts down 
as Svartevoeg. There was no indica- 
tion near where we lieft our provisions. 

“The other points of the so-called 
charges have been replied to in detail 
on several occasions. I will answer 
everything in the most formal wav 
when Commander Peary prints or 
makes public his other points. My re- 
ply will then be given out as a writ- 
ten statement.” 

Dr. Cook, in a lecture tonight. under 
the auspices of the Arctic Club of 
America, at Carnegie hall, added no 
essential facts to his narrative of the 
discovery of the North Pole, but sup- 
Plied added circumstances to those 
passages which have been previously 
criticised for their lack of detail. 

Why He Gave Fiag to Whitney. 

“Harry Whitney,” he said, “asked 
me to entrust to him, as a special fa- 
vor, thf flag thatI planted atthe North 
Pole. He expected then an Amerlcan 
ship to call for him, and we both ar- 
gued that his return journey would be 
shorter and smoother by water thari 
the distance over land and ice that 
still remained for me before I could 
reach civilization. For that reason I 
added to the flag my instruments and 
certain of my records.” 

Dr. Cook laid further emphasis on 
the ample outfit he says he took with 
him, and insisted that the _ sledges, 
clothes and boots made by the natives 
at Annotook were better thanany that 
could have been ‘taken to the north 
from civilization. On the first stages 
of his journey, he said, he took ten 
Eskimos with him, and might have 
had twenty for the asking. Eight of 
these he turned back when within 1!00 
miles of his goal, and two more when 
within 46 miles, reserving Ftukishuk 
and Ahweelah, with twenty-six dogs 
and two sledges, for the last dash. 

Cook’s Collapsible Canoe. 


The collapsible canoe, which was not 
mentioned in his first narrative, and 
appeared subsequently in the lecture 
given at Copenhagen, was described 
tonight in full. The frame, Dr. Cook 
said, formed part of one of the sledges. 
and the canvag covering it did duty for 
a tent when not in use on the water. 

The lantern slides with which the 
lecture was illustrated, Dr. Cook was 
careful to explain, were taken, some 
of them by John R. Bradley, his back- 
er, in the early stages of the journey, 
and still others on previous expedi- 
tions, but all the northernmost pic- 
tures were of his own taking. Thev 
add conviction to~his description of 
the surprising smoothness of the ice.

In the three states holding commem- 
Maryland, Alabama 
took a prominent 
part. In the first state Admiral 
Semmes was born. In Alabama, at 
Mobile, he spent the iarger portion of 
his mature life, and cast his fortunes 
with that state when it seceded from 
the union. At that time he was secre- 
tary of the light house board at Wash- 
ington. It was from New Orleans that 
he fitted up the Sumpter that took her 
out to do service for the confederate 
states.

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CORN PRODUCTION 
DISCUSSED BY CALVIN 


Griffin, Ga, September 27.—(Spe- 
cial.j)-—The pamphlet on corn produc- 
tion in the southern states by Hon. 
Martin V. Calvin, director of the 
Georgia Experiment Station, printed 
and circulated at hig own expense, has 
attracted a great deal of attention. 
Among the letters received by him 
was one from Joseph A. McCord, vice 
president of the Third National bank, 
of Atlantg, saying: 

“T have read your pamphlet on corn 
production in the cotton growing 
states in 1907, and have read the same 
with a great deal of interest. 

“TI wish to say that I think it is our 
duty to insist upon the farmers rais- 
ing their own supplies, especially their 
corn and meat, and this pamphlet, if 
properly circulated, will go a long 
ways to convince them that they can 
raise as much corn in the cotton states 
as they ean raise anywhere else. The 
oniy thing necessary is to give 
land the proper attention, the correct 
plowing and conserve the resourcet 
that lie naturally around the place, 
alternating the crops. When this is 
done we will have as good corn anf 
as much of it as any section of the 
union; besides, I believe the changing 
of the land from cotton to corn, from 
corn to Wheat, and wheat to cotton, 
will go a long ways towards destroy- 
ing the various insects that damage 
our cotton crops in this section.

LIQUOR OVERCHARGES 


Will Refund $30,000 to 
South Carolina.

Bernheim Distilling Company, 
of Louisville, Was Represent- 
ed by Farnum, Who Was Ac- 
quitted of Bribery Charge. 


Columbia, S. C., September 27.—Fol- 
lowing a conference last week between 
the winding-up commission of the old 
state dispensary and the representa- 
tives of the Bernheim Distilling Com- 
pany, of Louisville, Ky., the company 
today announced that it wi}l refund to 
the state overcharges on liquors 


amounting to $30,000. 

The company, which was represented 
before the old state board of control 
by James S. Farnum, acquitted Satur- 
day of bribing Joseph B. Wiley, then a 
member of the purchasing board, to 
give the concerns represented by Far- 
num the preference in purchasing li- 
quors, admits the overcharges, and says 
it is willing to make good this much 
of the state's loss. 

Refund Is Voluntary. 

The refund is voluntary on the part 
of the company, as the old state dis- 
pensary board of control had effected 
a complete settlement with the con- 
cern before the winding up commis- 
sion took charge of the affairs of the 
dispensary when the institution was 
legislated out of existence, and the 
cempany never had put in a claim for 
money due, it for the liquors sold to 
the dispensary, as has been done by 
many of the other houses which had 
been awarded contracts for liquors. 

Farnum is under indictment for con- 
spiracyv, and there are two more charges 
of briberv against him. What effect 
thisadmission by the liquorhouse that 
it secured contracts at exorbitant prices 
will have on the@e cases, which prob- 
abiv will come up at the next term of

Admiral Von Koester, of th: German 
fleet, and Vice Admiral Di prochetti, 
of the Italian fleet. 

Behind the naval officers, with their 
gold lace and decorations and the dig- 
nitaries, sat forty or more of foreign 
representatives and members of the 
Hudson-Fulton commissivch, including 
General Stewart L. Woodford, former 
Mayor Seth Low and others. 

The boxes of the famous opera house, 
crowded during the opera season with 
brilliantly gowned women, were no less 
briljant tonight when filled with the 
wives and families of the foreign en- 
voys. The upper tier was octupied by 
the visiting naval officers, but the 
house was not crowded. At a liberal 
estimate, not more than 1,200 persons 
were present. 

He Prayéd for World Peace. 

General Stewart L. Woodford, chair- 
man of the Hudson-Fulton commis- 
sion, formally called the proceedings 
to order and introduced Mayor McCle!l- 
lan as the chairman of the evening. 
Mayor McClePan introduced Bishop 
David H. Greer, of the Episcopal! 
diocese of New York, who delivered the 
invocation. The most conspicuous 


saying in the hearing of the naval 
world: “Bind the nations of the earth 
in the bonds of brotherhood and peace; 
make wars to cease and righteousness 
to reign.” 

In his address extending a welcome 
on behalf of the city, Mayor McClellan 
spoke briefly. 

After a song by the New York Banks’ 
Glee Club Mrs. Howard read an origi- 
nal poem, paying an eloquent tribute 
to Henry Hudson and Robert Fulton. 

An address of welcome on behalf of 
the commission was delivered by Gen- 
eral Woodford and then the roll of 
nations wads called, beginning with 
Argentine and concluding with Tur- 
key. There were cheers and hand 
clapping as each delegate stepped for- 
ward and presented either a message 
from his sovereign or an appropriate 
address. The assemblage grew 
especially enthusiastic when the dele- 
gates of Japan, Holland, Germany and 
England came forward and the cheer- 
ing lasted for more than a minute. 

Vikings Before Columbus. 

The majority of the delegates pre- 
sented .their addresses, after having 
read them,.to Mayor McClellan, while 
the delegate from Norway read a con- 
gratulatory message from King Haa- 
kon. Referring to the Vikings, he 
said that Norway had in reality dis- 
covered America before Columbus 
knew of its existence. 

Admiral Seymour, for the British, re- 
ferred to the dtscovery of the Hudson 
and the application of steam to naviga- 
tion by Fulton as two of the most im- 
portant events in the history of the 
race, “to which you and we belong.” 

After the address of the Dutch dele- 
gate, J. T. Cremer, the nationa! air of 
Holland was played while the Hudson- 
Fulton flag was waved from the stuge 
amid great cheering. 

The mayor of Amsterdam conveyed 
greetings from old Amsterdam to New 
Amsterdam, while the orchestra again 
played the national air of old Nether- 
lands. 

Speaking in French, M. Darboux de- 
livered the longest address of the eve- 
ning..dwelling for the most part on the 
achievement of Fulton and the latter's 
sojourn in France. 

Senor Don Pio Balanos presented 
greetings from his country, Nicaragua, 
and Senor Don Esteban Carbo brought 
a message from President Alfaro of 
Ecuador. 

From the kaiser, Grand Admiral Von 


Koester brought congratulations, and 
referred to the occasion ag “the first 
time that a celebration of a single city 
has been made an international fes- 
tival.” “Nowhere,” he said, “can sym- 
oaray for your celebration be greater 
than in Germany.”

The 
sympathetic effect on the general list 
of the movement of United States Steel 
submerged every other consideration. 
The demand for steel was fostered bv 
the enthusiastic reports of conditions 
in its trade. A veritable wave of buy- 
ing was declared to be sweeping over 
the iren market and running up the 
price of that basic commodity in spite 
of the expansion in production to -a 
rate without precedent. Railroad traf- 


fic managers reported a growing anx-., 


lety on the part of the great railroad 
systems for the return of their freight 
cars sent out to other railroads. A 
Pennsylvania railroad official affirmed 
his conviction that a shortage of cars 
was threatened before the year’s prod- 
ucts were moved. These views had a 
stimulating effect on all the iron and 
stee] industrials. Better reports came 
also from the copper trade, where con- 
tracts are making for delivery several! 
months @whead. Prices of copver War- 
rants advanced in London today. This 
confirmed the confident feeling ever 
the iron Industry trials and spread to 
other portions of the list. The railroad 
list got a lift from the excellent show- 
ing of earnings for August, made by 
the Atchison system. Even after a 
liberal increase in the outlay for oper- 
ating expenses, there was enough left 
of the gross increase to make an ex- 
pansion of nearly a million dollars, or 
upwards of 37 per cent, in the oper- 
ating revenue for the month.
